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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-23 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record to Grisham et al (US Patent Pub 2003/0058131 Al), Richards et al 
(US Patent 6,501,393 Bl) and Carson (US Patent 6,232,887 Bl) fails to either alone or combine 
to teach or suggest an apparatus for use at railroad crossings comprising a control receiver, a 
multi-signal generator, a modulator, a control unit and a transmitter as operational and 
functioned as cited in claims 1,12 and 19. Carson teaches a warning system similar to a method 
of claim 16; however, Carson is silent in the step of providing deactivating the dual-mode 
transmitter (Carson is also not equipped with a dual-mode transmitter) by the control module 
upon receipt of a completion signal from the control transmitter, wherein the control transmitter 
is located on the locomotive of an approaching locomotive (train). Carson teaches the user can 
turn off manually the alert sound quipped in their vest (col. 8/lines 50-67) and/or from the train 
personnel although it is not required (col. 4/lines 10-14), but not from the control module upon 
the receipt of a completion signal from the control transmitter. There is no motivation to modify 
Carson's in order to come up to the present claiming claim.
